If  nature  dots  not,  anger  makes  us  write, 

THE  reader  has  been  already  inloiined  by  whut  causes  1  was 
led,  step  by  step,  through  the  study  ol  the  three  learned  profes¬ 
sions.  1  thank  Heaven,  that  by  the  industry  and  liugalitv  of  iny 
ancestors,  I  am  exempted  Irom  the  necessity  ol  pursuing  eitlier  of 
them  for  a  living  ;  and  have  been  permitted,  lor  tlie  last  lilteen 
years  of  my  life,  to  follow  my  own  taste,  m  delivering  mvself  up 
to  the  pure  and  simple  pleasures  ol  the  country,  and  the  uiieloying 
fharms  of  general  literature. 

As  sensible  as  any  one  of  the  ridiculous  hahits  and  attachments 
which  bachelors  are  apt  to  form,  I  have  avoided  them  most  sedu¬ 
lously,  and  contrived  to  substitute  something  more  rational  in  their 
place.  Hence,  1  am  not  distinguished  by  dirt,  tobacco  and  brandy 
on  the  one  hand,  uor,  on  the  other,  hy  uniform  and  elaborate  tidi- 
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ness  anJ  closeness  ;  the  neatness  of  my  hearth,  the  lustre  of  my 
liorses,  or  a  restless  liectic  when  a  visitor  takes  the  liberty  to  stii 
inv  fire,  or  chances  to  leave  my  door  open  ;  and  hence,  also,  in- 
>tead  ol  eats  and  dogs,  1  have  two  lioys  and  a  girl,  the  orphan 
rliildren  of  a  favourite  sister,  whom  the  lelt  me  as  a  legacy  on  her 
death  bed,  and  whom  1  prize  as  the  richest  tliat  could  have  been 
bequeathed. 

The  reader  will  not  be  displeased,  I  liope,  if  I  introduce  him 
more  particularly  to  my  family,  my  farm,  my  oeeupalions  and  my 
fne  side.  This  will  not  be  tmtirely  a  vain  and  profitless  service; 
for  it  will  have  the  contingent  advantage  as  we  go  along  of’  opening 
my  own  character  gradually  to  him  and  shewing  liim  mv  qualifica¬ 
tions  and  resources  lor  tlu^  work  winch  I  have  undertaken. 

Alv  farm,  tar  removed  from  the  tumult  and  hustle  of  life, is  situ¬ 
ated  in  a  fine  and  healthy  part  of  the  country,  has  been  laid  out 
with  great  skill  and  taste  hy  my  manager,  (for  I  will  not  usurp  a 
single  leaf  of  his  laurels)  and  commands  a  most  c.xteiisive  and  heaii- 
tifiil  prospect.  J  am  now,  at  the  desire  ol  my  niece,  my  dear  ilo- 
salie,  cutting  an  avenue  through  a  forest  which  will  give  us  a  short, 
hut  picturesque  catch  o!  the  mountains  ;  for  at  tins  point  they 
pre  sent  a  vista  of  two  peaks  almost  as  hold  and  towering  as  those 
of  C)Uer.  Mv  house,  which  is  ol  stone,  and  not  very  largo,  but 
turret(*d,  and  built  w  iti)  walls  ol  cannon  proof,  stands  on  the  sum¬ 
mit  of  a  <*rug,  inaccessible  hut  vvlien  I  please  ;  and  at  the  loot  ol 
this  lies  my  garden  on  a  gmitle  slope,  fronting  to  the  soulli,  and 
bounded  hy  a  river.  I  am  well  aware  that  the  read(‘r  will  smile  at 
tlic  description  ol  my  house,  and  will  suppose  that  I  indulged  that 
whim  as  a  compensation  for  my  self-denial  in  regard  to  other  sin¬ 
gularities.  ^rius,  however,  was  not  the  motive  ;  hut  1  will  confess 
to  hiai  very'  frankly  what  was.  lielore  the  death  of  my  sister, 
w!i'»in  I  liave  already  mentioned,  I  lived  in  a  small  wooden  cottage 
on  one  side  of  my  farm,  and  tliis  crag  was  a  perpetual  offence  to  my 
sight,  for  It  seemed  as  if  dropped  from  the  clouds  to  spoil  my  plan¬ 
tation.  Hut  when  on  her  death-hed,  that  best  of  women  so  often 
l  epeait'd  the  solemn  Injunction — take  care  of  my  cliildreiv' — and 
!  as  often  and  as  solemnly  promised  it — this  crag  seemed  us  it 
dropped  from  the  clouds  to  enalile  me  to  fulfill  mv  engagement. — 
"I'he  reader  has  already  Imen  told  that  I  am  subject  to  the  most 
extravagant  starts  of  enthusiasm.  And  hence,  alter  my  sister’s 
d(Mili,  I  considered  my  piomise  to  take  care  of  her  chUdren.  as  an

Hut  before  the  work  could  lie  completed 
tiic  fit  had  gone  olV,  and  only  enough  of  the  original  project  re* 
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Mv  iortune,  altliouoli  aiiiple  etiougl)  when  kept  together,  to 
'support  anJ  ediieate  my  elnlilren  (lor  so  I  eonsider  tfiein)  wdl  not 
hear  sueh  a  (hvi^ion  a>  to  make  thrte  iaf1lllie^  iiuIependeiU.  lienee 
I  am  givin;i  my  hoys  (who,  I  iniut  be  penmtled  to  say,  a?e  l)otli 
uneominmily  line  lei  ow^)  the  benefit  ol  a  piofesMon;  and  sull. ring 
them  to  jiiirsue  iheir  several  inelinations,  AUVed  i.*»  studying  the 
law  in  one  city,  and  (»alen  phvslc  in  another.  As  to  iny  sweet 
little  Ivosaiie,  I  think  her  no  where  so  sale  as  under  the  protection 
oT  my  own  eye.  I  haye  a  very  good  library  and  philosophical  ap¬ 
paratus  ot  my  own,  and  liaving*  found  no  diifieulty  in  procuring 
^na^^t*rs  to  give  her  the  ornamental  accoinjihshinents  of  her  sex, 
wlille  she  retains  and  hlends  wiiii  them  all  the  winning  slinpllcity 
ot  the  country.  1  trust  that  I  shall  give  my  hoys  no  reason  to 
blush  lor  their  sister,  when  she  goes  to  take  her  situation  in  tin* 
circle  ot  life.  She  has  a  little  spic  e  of  tlie  romance  in  her  compo¬ 
sition,  with  which  1  am  by  no  means  disnleased,  and  has  been 
amusing  herself  tliis  winter  in  fitting  up  my  house  in  the  style  (d 
iMc(iueen's,  in  The  Children  of  the  Abbey.  iVI y  curtains  and 
carpets  are  all  as  thick  and  warm  as  his  are  described  to  be*  ;  my 
rooms  have  all  the  snugness  and  comfort  ;  and,  she  says,  I  want 
only  a  bag-pipe,  a  house  full  of  children,  and  Mi  Q  ueen’s  inquisi¬ 
tive  garrulity  and  skill  in  pedigrees  to  make  the  parallel  complete. 

VV^ e  divide  our  time,  very  agreeably,  between  our  studies,  the 
exercise  of  w'alking,  and  riding  on  horseback,  and  the  thrilling 
music  of  Rosalie’s  harp  and  voice.  1  believe  no  parent  ever  felt  a 
purer  rapture  or  a  prouder  triumph  of  the  heart  than  I  do,  in  the 
contemplation  of  this  child.  'I'be  reader  would  ^mile  to  see  me

— In 
such  a  moment,  when  she  lieiself  so  miensely  lecls  and  imparts 
such  ecstacy,  how  often  have  I  wished  for  the  pencil  of  Raphael 
that  1  mitJ^ht  seize  the  bn^lit  vision  and  tran?l»M  it  to  canva.*'5  ! — 
What  a  portrait  would  it  form  ! — The  reader  must  pardon  me  ;  lie 
wdll  find  that  I  claim  hut  few  of  the  piivilcges  ol  age  ;  but  one  ot 
them  must  lie  to  rave  wbeHcver  1  speak  ol  tins  lavoi  ite  child  ol  my 
adoption.  Let  me,  however,  now  return  to  a  rnucli  less  pleasing 
subject — myself.

morals:  “  That  the  Ainerieans  have  great  and  ixea/tar  faults  lioth

'fb  ey  have  the  view's  and  the  virtues  that  belong  to  llieir  situation  : 
trnl  thev  will  eoniinne  to  have  them  until  that  situation  is  alteri'd. 
'I'lieir  manners,  lor  the  mo^t  part  are  those  oi  a  scattered  and  mi- 
gratorv,  hut  spee.iilating  iieoph*  ;  and  thma*  will  be  no  great  ainend- 
iiicnt  until  the  population  becomes  more  dense,  and  more  settled 
in  its  hahit>.  When  wealth  comes  to  he  more  gimerally  inherited 
than  ae(|uired.  there  will  iu‘  more  refinement  Imth  in  vice  and  man¬ 
ner;  :  as  tile  population  iieeoine?  eoneentert  d.  and  the  >pirit  ol  ad 
veninre  is  depi  u  rd  ol  its  (»!i|eets,  the  sanisC  of  hoirtOKr  xcill  htiproi  f 
the  'nn }>or(u ot'  charci  tt  r/- 
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Who  would  suppi^se  Iroin  this  dosri  i ptuui,  ti  ut  the  people  oi’ 
America  were  anv  ihiMii  liettei  tlian  a  horde  ol  waiioeiinti  and  n.e- 
cl.^tory  Arab^  .^  And  wlio  would  .^uppo^t‘ that  this  wnter,  liann  the 
proud  and  lOlty  tout*  wttii  whieii  he  treat>  u>.  inhahiled  h’»iii^-e[i,  a 
country  le^s  perlect  in  as  vr.ine?  than  that  l\iiudise  which  (.aa- 
di/ilino  dc.  /juccii  has  createvl  ainul  the  desarts  ol  Airica?  And  vet 
this  declauner  atttln^t  //i'/^raton/  tu/vcn'urers  and  spiculatuys; 
tins  ttUi'/ier  of'  refi)tcnu‘ut  and  ^race  nt  inanncrs  is  a  Sc(»tclinian  ! 
or,  at  most,  an  1‘lniiiisiiman !  and  let  liini  he  ol  which  ot  those  na  - 
tions  lie  inu>  ,  we  liavt*,  ^ecui  samples  enoiioh  ol  ias  coiinti  vmeri 
liere,  ministers  us  well  as  speculators,  to  know  tliat  this  critic, 
would  have  displaved  more  undci  standing  as  well  us  justice  hy 
takiiiiT  the  tone  ol  modest v,  tlian  that  ol  arroiiance  ;  and  that  a 
lair  comparison  ol  ilie  two  countries  would  give  liini  no  ground  (>t 
triumph  as  to  mota'itv  and  manners  htdore  anv  impartial  trihiinal. 
As  to  Scotland,  I  sliould  he  glad  to  know  on  wlial  cjuarter  ol  ih.e 
wori'l,  where  a  pcniiv  can  iie  turned,  t‘\en  hy  can  ving  a  paclv, 
sl'<c  has  not  poured  and  is  not  daily  [louring  her  •'  advenuirers  and 
s])ec*alators  It  may  h'c  very  tiue,  and  according  to  Dr.  John- 
so!r»  account  ol  the  niuitci-,  certainiv  is  so,  that  in  Scotland,  the. 

spirit  ol  advcntu’  c  is  (/cj.)  hjc</  o/'  iLs  j^roper  hut  wt‘  arc, 

yet  to  learn  that  this  deprivaiion  has  had  the  cllect  of  ‘‘improv¬ 
ing''  eilijer  t/ie  i  i:t portance  of  chanu  ttr  or  i/tv  sense  of  /fonofn  '' 
And  as  to  I'n^iand,  ?  should  l)e  glad  to  learn  wliat  slie  is,  but  con- 
lesse  aiv,  (i  natio/i  •>/'spci  ulators  and  adve ntu t  et  s  ?  Tlie  man  who 
becomes  the  aggressor  in  casting  national  ndlections,  should  lake 
care  that  his  own  nation  is  in vuinerabh*,  at  least  in  llie  particulars 
wliich  lie  censun  s  ;  hut  to  select  the  very  jio.nts,  in  which  his  own 
nation  is  most  oliciisive,  as  the  topics  oi  pi  oud  and  wanton  alnise 
against  another,  and  to  call  theni  ''  groat  anil  j)cct(/i(tt  hinlts,'*  is 
to  suhject  himsell  t(»  the  charge  oi  a  want  ol  good  sense  as  well  as 
good  hreeding,  iVoni  which  no  elegance  ol  >tyle  or  poignancy  oi 
periods  can  save  him. 

'Fhe  picture  winch  this  critic  has  drawn  oi’  onr  literature,  al  • 
though  cerlaifdv  aggiavaierl  into  a  eaneatnre  has  more  resem- 
blance  of  the  trutli,...'*  Now,*’  ?ays  he  '*  tliougii  we  are  certainly 
Ol  opinion,  that  the  second  rate  pumphleleeis  <d  that  eountiy. 
write  im’oinpai  abl  V  hette.^  tlian  T^ir.  Aslie...ilis  no  doubt  true, 
that  America  can  produce  nothing  to  bring  her  mtellectiial  (dloil?? 
into  anv  sort  of  comparison  with  t/iUt  (meaning  1  suppose  those  ol 
Murope,*’ ) . . .  1  fancy  tliat  IMr.  Ilamnioiul,  Mr.  Drskineand  Air. 
Rose,  must  !ia\e  .shaken  ilicir  lieuil",  in  t(*bcnol  dissent,  wlien 

they  read  tills  period.  'J'he  writm'  proceenls . ''  Liheity  and 

roino'-tltlon  has  as  vet  done  nothin^*  u>  stimulate  hteiai  y  geniiis  in 
tliCse  republican  stati.'i.  ^IMiev  have  never  passcil  the  limits  of 

liuuih’le  iiiediocritv,  eitlier  m  thought  or  t  x pi  ession.*’ . ^IMu  ii 

ioliows  apmsonahty  whicli  \  do  not  choose  to  repeat.  lie  t!u‘n 
pi  oceeus,. .  In  short  I'mleiu!  iiiei  !»-a  lias  do?n*  nuthmii,  eiihcr 
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to  extend,  diversify  or  embellish  tlie  sphere  of  human  knowledge. 
Tliough  all  she  has  written,  were  obliterated  from  the  records  of 
learning,  there  would  il  we  except  the  woi  ks>  of  Fianklin,’^  (for 
the  suppression  ot  which  tv  passant^  a  comipt  attempt  was  made 
in  lOngland,  to  save,  I  suppose,  Hie  necessity  of  this  exception,) 

“  he  no  positive  diminulion  either  ol  the  useful  or  agreeable.  The 
destruction  of  her  whole  literature/’  (always  expecting  I  suppose 
those  parts  of  Franklin's  works  which  escaped  the  meditated  de*^ 
stiuction,)  “  would  not  occasion  so  much  regret  as  we  feel  for  tlic 
loss  of  a  few  leaves  Ironi  an  ancient  classn*." 

'rhen  follow'*  a  j>aragraph  w  Inch  exhibits  a  most  palpable  and 
ludi  rous  struggle  between  the  disingemiousness  and  candor  oi^the 
cntic  ;  between  the  complex  and  coullicting  duties  ol  la. lung  IMr. 
A  "lie  lor  lashing  the  Americans,  and  at  the  same  tune  inllicting 
the  lash  on  them  himself  ;  between  those  sweeping  ceiuuri'S  by 
whudi  the  critic  was  disposed  to  exterminate  every  thing  like  ta¬ 
lents  from  this  country,  and  the  strong  and  glaring  evidence  of  tlu^ 
reverse  wlncli  lie  dared  not  for  his  own  sake  directly  to  deny 
INI  ark  tlie  labor  and  discoi  d  of  the  paragi  aph,  and  let  the  reader 
when  lie  has  finislicd  it,  ask  himself,  what  clear  and  definite  opi¬ 
nion  ol  America  can  he  deduced  from  it.  ‘‘  l>ut  notwithstanding 
all  this,  we  really'  cannot  agree  with  !Mr.  Ashe,  in  thinking  the 
Americans  absohittiy  incapable  vr  lu  rate  ;  and  are  rather 
reluctantlv,  I  ."U}»})ose";  inclined  to  think,  that  when  tlien 
neighborhood  thickens,  and  (heir  opulence  ceases  to  depend  on  ex- 
ertton^  they  will  show  soviet h'ni^  of  the  same  talents  to  which  It 
is  a  part  of  our  duty  to  do  justice  to  viirst/ves  ”  At  present,  then, 
it  seems  we  have  shewn  7i(fthiv^  ol  these  talents  •  but  let  us  see  the 
resnlue  of  the  pa»*agraj>h,  that  we  may  learn  what  talents  we  have 
shewn.  And  we  are  more  inclined  to  adopt  (his  favorable  opi- 
7fi  U7,  from  considering  that  lier  history  has  already  furnished  oc¬ 
casions  for  the  display  of  talents  of  a  high  order  ;  and  that,  in 
the  ordinary  husine>s  of  government,  she  displays  no  mean  share 

of  ability  and  elorjiiencc."' - Th.en  it  seems  that  talents  for  war 

and  the  ordinary  husiuess  of  government  are  no  part  of  the  talents 
to  which  it  Is  the  duty  ol  those  critics  to  do  justice  among  them^ 
selves - in  otlier  words  an*  no  part  of  the  talents  of  their  coun¬ 

try  ;  for  without  supposing  this,  the  paragraph  is  Involved  in  a  con¬ 
tradiction,  which  sophistry  may  attempt,  but  candor  cannot  re- 
con-  lie  ;  an<l  such  a  thing  certainly  may  he  supposed  witliout  do¬ 
ing  violence  eitlier  to  liistorv  or  truth - 1  speak  of  late  years. 

l>ut  I  ."hoiild  he  glad  to  hear  this  critic  say  by  wliom  the  litera¬ 
ry  reputation  ol  (^reat  liritain  has  been  advanced  to  its  present 
h(»asted  hei^lit  ?  Has  this  been  done  by  men  whose  opulence 
iva  1  ceased  to  depend  on  exertuui  or  hv'  men  wlio  were  literally 
writui'T  for  hreiul.  liOt  the  cataloiiue  of  their  wi  iters  lie  examin- 
cd,  that  it  may  he  seen  whether  the  greatest  among  them,  and 
nine  out  of  ten  of  the  wliole  number,  were  not  men  whose  verr 
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insteaH  ol  their  opulem  e,  dt  ]>encl  on  exertion.  The 
writers  tor  the  h^dinhuiirh  Review,  are  no  doubt  independent  and

Instead,  fiowever,  ol  exa»])erHtin  mysell  and  mv  readers  still 
more,  by  dwelling  on  the  rude  and  nsolent  sti  uetures  ol  this  erl- 
tie  it  is  the  part  of  wisdom  to  turn  tiiem  to  our  protil.  Some  one 
has  said,  that  when  hi»  enemie^  repioaehed  liiin,  he  considered, 

with  himself,  first  w  hetlier  he  deserve  (1  ti  leir  reproaches - if  he

1  1  inches  by  10,  ‘and  nearlv  5  inches  thick.  'I'here  is  not  any  ce¬ 
ment  between  them  either  of  bitumen  oi  mortar.  About  the  dis¬ 
tance  of  every  four  feet  from  the  bottom  to  the  top,  are  layers  of 
reeds  four  Inches  thick.  By  digging  ten  or  twelve  inches  into  one 
of  these.  I  pulled  out  by  degrees  a  handful  of  them,  which  are  as 
lirm  and  sound,  c.xccpt  their  being  pressed  flat,  as  they  were  when
